Fibiger, of Copenhagen, drew. the 
attention of the “scientific world to 
the. fact that'he had fonad.a large 
number of cases of cancer of the 
stomach in rats coming to his 
laboratory froma particular sugar 
refinery, Investigation showed that 
this refinery was infested by cock- 
Some of these were obtain- 
ed, and were found to be the hosis of 
a parasitic worm of the nematode 
group. The worm wasat that time ta 
known . to. scientific classification, 
but is now named “ Spiroptera 
Neoplasica” Fibiger, according to 
the British. Medical Journal states 
that the female of this worm is tem 
or Sem in length, and about 2mm 
in diameter. The male. is less than 
half this size. By feeding rats on the 
infected cookroaches or by causing 
them to eat the eggs of the worm, it 
Was pesvible to produce ina number 
of instenzes inflammations, - and also 
cancer of the stomach. : 

Just recently Professor Fibiger has 
published scme further researches on 
this work (Comptes fendus de la 
Societe de Biologie). He found that 
So ‘frequently did cancer of the 
stomach in the rat follow the eating 
of the nematode eggs that feeding 
with the eggs ‘supplied a useful 
method for the systematic study af 
the crigin of cancer. so 

He fed. a series of rats not con- 
nected with ‘the frst. series on the 
eggs. It was found thab-of 116 
Tats which ate the eggs, none of 
those dying within 3044 ~ days 
developed cancer. Of 102 which 
survived this period, however, no 
fewer than 54, or upwards -of 50 per 
cent, showed quite typical cancer of | 
the culde-sac-of the stomach. In 
the rémaining 4s no cancer wes 
found, but only signs of inflammation 
and thickening. 7 " 

OF the cancercus rats which died 
in from 112 to three months, .20 
had tumours of more or less micros 
copical size. and five had multiple 
tumours.
